Itoscnho said Oswald was not rccardcd by the KGB 
q:j bcirp cc.v.pletoly norr.nl mentally nor was ho considered 
to be^ very intelligent, no stated it wan the desire of tho 
■ -* taa t Oswald depart iron Ilussia r.s early as convenient 
but ne effort was r.ade to curtail hie visit or to incon- 
venience -lira during his etc .y in Bussia, llcscnho stated, 
however, tint Oswald was pointedly informed he could not 
remain in Bussia permanently. Later Oswald w ns scheduled 
to taho a tour of Koccow but before the tour fcepan he v?a3 
a.pain notified he could cot remain in the Soviet Union. 

Don ho failed to appear for this tour a search ran 
instituted for him and according to ITosenho inquiry was 
made at tho Berlin Betel in "oseow where Oswald was a 
ruest. Thin inquiry disclosed Oswald had Icohcd himself 
in his room and when entry was cir.de to his room Oswald was 
found bleodin" from self-inflicted wounds to his wrists.

Kocehho stated that upon Oswald's release from 
the hospital Oswald was apain informed ho could not remain 
in the Soviet Union, whereupon Oswald declared if this 
wore true he would commit suicide.

Uosenho advised that Osv/ald was, nevertheless, 
permitted to remain temporarily in Bussia and it is Uosenho's 
opinion this was accomplished through the Kinictry of Foreign 
Affairs or tho Covie t Pad Cross, l.'ssor.ho caid Cswald was not 
Granted Soviet citizenship nor was this ever considered.
